COMO. ITALY, Oct. S5.-- nta of two to
one were marie htr todnjr that Porter
Charlton would b frco within 24 hour
after the conclusion of his trial for tho
murder of hi wife. The tip hAa none out
that tho defense and prosecution had
Agreed upon a verdict of "guilty, with
extenuAtlnc circumstances." and the
Italian gambling traetrnlty accepted It as
correct
I nder such a verdict, a defendant would

be subject to a centenco of Imprisonment
for six years. Charlton had been In prison
fire years nnd four months yesterday and
with the reduction granted by royal de-

cree at tho. beginning of the war, the
prison term would be completed.

Many women were In court today when
It reconvened for the final arguments.
Two of them brought bouquets of flowera
for the prisoner. Hidden In each of tho
bouquet the guards found anient notes
addressed to Charlton, but they wero
taken out before ho was given tho flowers.
